The City C(nineil hiw ;i year of groiit 
usefulness aud respunsiljility Ijoforcjit; 
and, so far na tliero has hovn opporlu- 
nity to jiul^^'n, there seems reason to 
conclude that the iiiterests of the city 
have beou committed to >^ood hands. 
A few days ago wo placed before onr 
readers a synopsis of the ]3y-La\v for 
levying and coUectinfj; Trade Licenses 
"within the Corporation. It is believed 
the revenue derived thereunder will bo 
found adequate to cover the expense 
of maintaining and administrating the 
Police Department. • In other words, 
the new revenues placed at the dis- 
posal of the Council will suffice to meet 
the concomitant expense to which the 
Corporation has been rendered liable. 
Should it bo found that the reveniu s 
■nrrendorcd by tlio Provincial Govern- 
ment will be required to meet the re- 
sponsibility handed over, it follows 
that the transfer does not partake of 
tho nature of a "favor" or financial ad- 
vantage. The Trades Tjicenso By-law 
will, without doubt, be followed by 
one imposing- a tax \ipon ])roperty, for 
the purpcso of raisiiiy u revenue with 
which to carry on street aiul otlier es- 
sential inipr()veiucnt>^. In view of a 
third chi.is of taxation to which wo arc; 
about to advert, as well as in view of 
other circumstances which there i.s no 
need specially to mention, it seems un- 
desirable that the property tax imposed 
for Municipal purposes should be 
heavy this year. The reader will most 
likely be aware that the Water Works 
Act empowers the Council to issue de- 
bentures for a sum not exceeding one 
hundred thousand dollars for the pur- 
pose of introducing a proper water 
supply. These debentures are to be 
redeemable within 25 years from the 
date of the respective issues thereof; 
and in order to provide a sinking fund 
for the payment of these debentures 
and the interest thereon the Council 
shall levy and collect a tax upon real 
■estate and improvements i hereon; ami 
any By-law passed by the Council for 
this purpose shall not require the as- 
sent of the electors of the Municipality. 
This is a wide power. The Act pro- 
vides that the Water Works shall be 
managed by a Commissioner, " who 
shall be appointed forthwith by the 
Municipal Council;" and one cannot 
look over tho various duties and powers 
devolving upon tlio CommiBsioner with- 
out feeling the inqiortayee of liiiviug a 
discreet and thorough business man lo 
fill that position and we are glad to know- 
that there is n candidate for the Commis 
aionorship possoRsinf? these (jualities in a 
high dogreo. Looking at the vcrv im- 
portant changes and the greatly increased 
responsibilities devolving upon tiio (.'onu- 
oil, wo feel that very much depends u|)on 
tho manner in which that body discharges 
its duty; and we confess that the begin- 
ning already made is of a character to in- 
spire confidence in the future. 'L'iicro i.s 
much to bo done fm- \'ictoria, anil tlinso 
who do it woU will assuredly earn the 
lasting gratitude of the community. 
Economy, carefulness aud earnest energy 
irill aocomplish it.

LoNnoN, March 11 — The House of 
Commons, after a protracted ih ba.fe, 
rejected Gladstone's Irish 'Uiii\ or.dty 
Bill. The result waa aiiuounceil us 
follow.s: For the bill, 2H'l; against 
it, 287. 

London, March 12 — GlacLstone wait- 
ed on the Queen at noon to tender his 
rosignation. It is probable that Di.s- 
raoli will be summoned to form a new 
Ministry. 

The' Kcciio in tho llouso of Cmiiinoiis 
last night when the defeat of the .Aliu- 
istry on the Irish UiuVerBity bill ■was 
announced, -was inde.scribable. Tho 
oxeitement was intense, while the 
opponents of the meiisure indiilgcd in 
tiuiiultnous clieors. Of those in the 
, visitor's jgiillory, which v.iis crowded 
during the debate, were the Prince of 
Wales, the Princess Louise, and Prince 
Christian. The Scotch and AVoleh 
iiieinbers stijiportod the bill und the 
Catholics were unanimous in its oji- 
positioii. After llie iinnouiiceiiient of 
the result, ( Hfulstone urust: and said; 
"The vote just given is eertaini}' of a 
grave character. As th« House never 
wishes to continue its deliberatio:is 
wlien tlie (existence of tho (Toverumeiit 
is in (loiil)t, I iiiove an adjournment 
until Tluirsdav." 

MAiiitin, Alarch lo A triiiii was 
thrown from the track by the C'lirlisis, 
near A'illa Franca, and while thus dis- 
abled, the Inpiiroents fired upon tliein, 
killing the engineer, fireman, iind two 
hritkeiiKui. The iiassenpfers and giiards 
barricaded tlieniselvfis in ii iieigliboriiig 
house, from which lliey began it brisk 
fire with pistols and muskets. The 
Carlists finally took to flight, and a 
Government force sliortly afterwards 
coming ujioii the scene, sot out in ]uir- 
siiit. The bund lied towards Alorioa- 
castle, and was led by ti corps of Santa 
Cruz's who set lire to, and destroved 
four railway stations. 

liONuoN, March 13 — Gladstone, in 
tho House of Commons, and Granville, 
in the House of Lords, announcial tliat 
tho Alinistera had tendered tu the 
Queen their rosignations, which her 
Majesty luid aeceiited. 

Disraeli to-day received a summons 
from the Queen, and immediately pro- 
ceeded to Buckingham Palace. 

Granville stated that tl;o Cabitiet 
had resigned because of tho adverse 
vote on the Irish Univer.sity bill, and 
asked for an adjournment, which was 
agreed to. 

Disraeli, while riding through AVest- 
minster to-day, -ivas enthiisiastieally 
cheered by the people. Owing to disaffec- 
tion amring the Conservatives, however, ho 
will jirohably refuse to take office.
